HOW CANADIAN FARMERS MAY UECOMK 
" LOYAL." 

Before any Canadian Reformer can 
expect a certificate of ^*loyalty" from 
the Tory bosses or their organs, he 
must consent to be robbed for the L^ne- 
fit of Mr. Foster's favorite monopolists.

Ottawa, Aug. 24.—It is hard to obtain 
fiffures from which to calculate the amount 
of extra burden w hich the imposition of 20 
cents tax at the ‘‘Soo ’ would entail upon 
Canadian carricie, but it dcM’S not appear 
that it could go over $3r>,(KXl per annum. 
This, however, is at best not more than ap¬ 
proximately correct, ullhouch th*- statistics 
ofCunada's Iralhc through the “Soo” Canal 
indicate these as the outside figures. To 
coinponsate tho currying trade fur thia loss 
for llio balance of lliis season, even if it 
reaches proportiunulely a slightly higher 
figure, would not entail a very grievous 
burden upon the resources of the country, 
tnd such will probably be done.

NfW York, Aus. 23: — L. J. Seargeant, 
gvtteral manager of the (irand Trunk Rail¬ 
way, speaking yesterday at the Windsor 
Hutrl about tbe strike at Buffalo, saidi 
“The only piunt ou our road where any 
dissatisfaction lias been manifested is at 
Toronto. Heme switchmen theru have pre¬ 
sented claims that procliettlly involve an 
I ioersHse of wages. As soon os I return 1 
will give the matter attention. I believe 
ID fairiy discussing the uuestion of wages 
with our employes. 1 also bslieve that the 
men should take a reasonable view of 
ihingH and in proeeoting their ulaims te 
consider the possibility of meeting them. 

“'fho Grand Trunk is in a position to 
keep its head above watery but it U not a 
rich corporation. The stoekholdors do not 
favor out-goiogs that tend to decrease the 
; results. I s}o not anticipate any demand 
among our employes for more wages. Liv¬ 
ing is cheaper In Canada than in Uio Htates, 
aud thereforo the same oooditioas do not 
exist thcr^ as iu this country. Our meig 
genoraHy, are satisfied with their wages. 
J.ahor disturbances afSvct tl>e public atmoel 
at much n« tbe people directly involved. 

“Looking into the future of the relatiom 
between rspital and labor I think some 
msaas will have to be adapted for the set¬ 
tlement, st^dily and satisfaetorily, of all 
traubli-a that may arise. There snould 1 m 
siiine I ribunal, not of a political but of a 
I judicial cliarocter, and composed ol honest 
J aud capable men, who will act fairly aud 
j impurtially en the cases presented for thoii 
adjudication. 'There should be legislation 
with this end in view.”

A WELLS-FARQO CAR RANSACKED BY 
A QUARTET OF GRANGERS. 


Atthongli N«w At Ihn Business of Hold- 
liif-Vp Traliisi, tho Bobbers Did Their 
Work Well, Only They Captured die 
Wrong Train and Had • Leaky Man 
In the Gang. 

Wiciirr.t, Kan., Aug. 2.3.—The Kt. Louli ' 
and San Francisco east-bound passenger ' 
train, which left here at I0..10 lost night, 
waa held up and tho Wells-Kargo Com- 
|{any's express oar rebbed by four masked 
men near Au^rasta, Hutler County, about 
midnight. IMore 9 o'clock this morniug 
the outlaws were captured with part ef 
their booty. 

As the train slowed up at the 
Kama Fe oroasiog. a mile east of 
Augusta, two maaked mounted tbs 
loeomotivs ftom either side and cor- ' 
ering the engineer and tireinau with I 

S ms ordered them to stop the train. When 
e train came to a standstill two otlier 
members of tho gang, who bad been in 
biding, began to uncouple tlio express cur. 
As soon as this was done the eugftictr 
was forced to pull out with the car a mile 
distant from the rest of the tiniu. While 
two of the highwaymen watched the loco¬ 
motive crew, (hg otlicra went to the express 
door and demanded admittance, and by 
way of emphoaizing tbeir demands, com- 
meuceil shooting through the sides of the 
ear, in which wore ICipress Messenger 
Shipp and a baggageman. The imprisoned 
men soon gt. e in.

Mrs. Oirven immediately went out 
and found him as the little girl had 
stated, and with tho lines in his hands, 
the horses having stopped when ho fell 
off. The accident was caused by driv¬ 
ing on a hay rack which was standing 
in the yard, and which tipped tlie rig 
causing the chair he was sitting on to 
shp ami throw him off. On examina¬ 
tion it was found that his neck was 
broken, and that he died instantly. Ho 
leaves three sons and two daughters.
